HOUSE KNOCKS OUT
CANNON'S RULES

CHAMP CLARK AND HIS
“ALLIES®" ARE DEFEATED BY
ANTI-BRYAN WING OF DEMO-
CRACY — FITZGERALD AMEND-
MENT ADOFPTED AFTER STORMY
SESSION.

Washington, March 16 —Yesterday.
after one of the stormiest sessions in
Its history, the House adopted, by =
vote of 211 10 172, & resolution by Mr.
Fitpgerald (Democrat) of New York,
whereby the Tules were amended in
several important particulars.

Its adoption was accomplished only
after the “insurgents”, with the aid
of the Democrats, with one or two ex-
ceptions, ha® won a decided victory
by voting down a resolutlon by Mr.
Dalzsll malking the unamended rules
of the Sixtieth Congress applicable to
those of the present Congress.

As ansalyzed by parilamentarians, the
amendment makes three Iimportant
changes. First, 1t establishes a *‘cal-
endar for unanimous consents” the ef-
fect to which is to enable & member to
have & Pproposal brought Dbefore the
House without having to go to the
Speaker for recognition. Second.
when consideration of & bill is con-
cluded and the previous question is or-
dered, the rules heretofors have pro-
vided for & motion to commit with or
without instructions. It has been the
practice to recognize a mamber of the
majority party to make thls motlon,
and thus prevemt the minority from
offering swch instructions as it may
desire, The new Tulk gives the minor-
ity the preference in meuking such a
motion and thus enables them to get a
record vote on propositions which
wowuld otherwise be settied in the com-
mittee of the whole where no record
vote is posalble. Third, it protecis the
calendar Wednesday by requiring =
two-thirds instead of a majority vote
to set it aside. Fourth, it is further
argued that the amemiment will have
the effect of preventing favoritism by
the actlon of the commitiee on rules
in special cases.

A prominent feature of the Clark
resolution was an amendment provid-
ing for a committee of fifteen mem-
bere to revise, amend and codify the
rules. As adopted the TFitzgerald
amendment makes no <hange In th®
present method of the selection of the
committee on Tules, which Is made by
the Bpeaker, nor does It make any
change In the method of selecting com-
mitteas,

ATUTOISTS RIGHTS IN

Only Equral to Footmen's, Court Says—
Injured Policeman Gets Verdict

White Plains,. March 16.—The (first
policeman in Westchester county to re-
ceive a verdict against an eutomobilist
for running him down when he dried
to stop him for wviolating the speed
lawe §s John Callahan. He got a ver-
diet of $1,000 vesterday before Justice
Morschauser agalnst William P. Mec-
Cord of Greenwich, Conn.

Cailahan sued Mr. McCord for $50,000
for injuries he received on July 4, 1907,
when he was on guard at an antomo-
blle “trap” -at. Pelham Manor. The
policeman sald that he waved a red
flag at McCord to stop as he was go-
ing forty-six miles an hour, and that
instead of obeying the signal McCord
ran over him and he was seriously in-
Jured. Justice Morschasuser's charge
to the jury will be of great interest to
automohile, owners. Among other
thin;' he said:

“The rights of footmen and drivers
of autos in the highway are egqual and
they must exercise such care as cir-
cumstances demand. Neither has the
superior right. Both have the right
to use the highway and each is egually
restricted to the exercise of his rights
and the correspouding rights of others.
Each is required to regulate his own
use by the observation of ordinary care
and caution to avoid recelving injury
as well as of Inflicting injury upon an-
other. The defendant was bound to
anticipate that he might meet persons
at any point in the highway. He must
therefore keep a careful lookout for
them and have his car under such con-
trol as will enable him to aveoid injury
to any one.”
